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UGEQ equates Yiet-Nam war with Quebec 
Status in Confederation 

MONTREAL (CUP) — L'union generale des Etudiants du Quebec 
has compared the struggle in Viet Nam to the struggle for freedom 
in Quebec. 

In a joint statement with the departing National Liberation 
Front representatives October 11, UGEQ said : 

"The present fight of the students and the people of South Viet 
Nam is very similar to the fight of the students and the people of 
Quebec for its right to self-determination." 

It calls on the government of Quebec to disassociate itself from 
the Canadian government's policy of complicity in the war. 

The statement condemned "criminal methods of massacre and 
mass destruction used by the United States, making South Viet Nam 
an experimental area for their engines of death." 

Alberta Cans Academocracy 

BANFF (CUP) — Alberta student leaders last week-end came 
out hard opposed to student power in university government. 

The Alberta Association of Students, a provincial students' union, 
rejected the theory of academic democracy, which advocates an 
increase in student participation in all sectors of the academic 
community in order to democratize that community. 

Also the U of Calgary student president declared himself ''against 
the theory of democratic institutions." 

Guelph Senate vetoes open 
meeting recommendation 

GUELPH (CUP) — The Guelph University senate Tuesday de- 
cided against open meetings. 

An open meeting clause was completely deleted from the report 
presented by the Committee on University Government. 

Another major clause recommending student membership on 
the sonato passed easily, and will be implemented some time after 
th committee of the Senate makes its report in December. 

iiic upcn meeting clause lost by a considerable majority, said 
Dr. Winegard, chairman of the Senate. 

"It was felt by the senate that quality of debate might deteriorate 
if there were open meetings", he said. He added open meetings might 
make of the senate a rubber-stamping body. 

Acadia Students drop CUS 

WOLFVILLE, N.S. (CUP) — Students at Acadia voted more 
than 3 to 1 against continuing membership in CUS in a referendum 
Monday. Just over 54 percent of the students voted. 

The referendum followed a council resolution three weeks earlier 
advocating immediate withdrawal. 

Of a total enrollment of 1,682 students, 905 cast ballots in the 
referendum. Of these, 287 voted for CUS, 618 against. 

Acadia is the first CUS member to withdraw since the London 
Congress last month. 

Last Friday, University of Windsor students voted 576-552 in 
favour of the union. 

The University of British Columbia will hold a similar referen- 
dum Nov. 1. 

CUS disappointed - Mystified by withdrawal 

OTTAWA (CUS) — CUS reacted to the Acadia withdrawl with 
a mixture of disappointment an mystification. 

CUS president Hugh Armstrong Tuesday claimed not to under- 
stand the reasoning of Acadia President Bob Levy in opposing 
CUS membership. 

Levy made it clear before the referendum that a vote for CUS 
was a vote against him. 

He said Greg Warner, Acadia Vice-President, who did attend 
the cosgress argued during the campaign that while CUS is a good 
organization, Acadia at this time is unable to take advantage of 
CUS's resources. 

Thatcher assumes direct financial 
control of U of S 

REGINA (CUP) — Premier Ross Thatcher recently announced 
plans to assume direct financial control of the University of Saskat- 
chewan, just one week after his government was returned to power. 
In view of the fact that the government has to find $28 million to 
finance the university, as opposed to $11 million given last year. 
Thatcher decried the fact that "the elected representatives of the 
people have virtually no control over university spending". While 
the provincial government will not shirk its responsibilities in the 
field of education, "our educational priority must be related to the 
financial capacity of the taxpayer".

Who shall we 
blame for the misunderstandings 
among the general public as to 
the aims and capabilities of the 
Home Economic graduate? When 
will the public realize that a 
Home Ec graduate is a profes- 
sional woman who has followed 
a long, rigourous, academic curri- 
culum. Home Economics is not 
a vocation as a result of a minim- 
al training period. 

Publicity has always been a 
problem for there will always be 
the stereotype cook and seam- 
stress. But must all graduates 
port the latest miniskirts and be- 
come a gourmet of many cuisi- 
nes ? 

The Home Economics profes- 



sion is adapting to nutritional 
problems and thcreased demands 
in industry. Post graduate oppor- 
tunities are augmenting and are 
within the reach of many more 
graduates. Furthermore, revolu- 
tionary changes have taken place 
in teaching and extension work 
as well. A graduate in Home 
Economics today faces a challen- 
ge. 

So let's face it ! Here is a ca- 
reer which offers a challenge. 
Home Economic graduates and 
professionals already in the field 
are a minority group. A minority 
group is frequently the dynamic 
group which leads the rest of 
Society. Demand far exceeds 
those avaflable to fill the vacant 
positions. 

A Home Ec graduate has a 
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S.T.S. on S.D.O. 

S.T.S. recommends that educ- 
ation students defeat the refer- 
endum on Student Discipline Or- 
ganization : 

the S.T.S. doesn't look 
after the interests of the Educ- 
ation student on campus, Td like 
you to tell me who does", ex- 
claimed Philip Jones, President 
of the Student Teacher's Society 
as he outlined the S.T.S. 's policy 
regarding the forthcoming re- 
ferendum on Student Discipline 
organizations. 

"We have, in all honesty, no 
choice but to recommend that 
ALL education students vote 
against the referendum because 
of the form in which it is pre- 
sented. Of a total of 1553 under- 
grads, 1016 are in Education, 
yet Education is denied even one 
guaranteed voice out of seven on 
the proposed committee of the 
Student Discipline Board (S.D. 
B.). Students Council is in the 
unfortunate position of having 
boxed itself in. Harold Cook, 
President of Students Council, 
who attended the S.T.S. Leader- 
ship conference for one session, 
was made aware of our feelings, 
but council went ahead anyway 
and on the Monday night imme- 
diately following our conference 
they voted to present the ques- 
tion to referendum. They set the 
machinery in motion and now it 
can't be stopped. If the Education 
students unwittingly ratify this 
proposal, they will have lost, 
perhaps for all time, the right 
to be heard on the question of 
student discipline. 

Take a good look at their pro- 
posals. The Student Affairs Dis- 
cipline Committee (SADC) will 
be composed of five Education 
and Agriculture students. We 
have no argument with the pro- 
posed structure of the SADC. 
Representation is unquestionably 
fair and just. It is the structure 
of the Student Discipline Board 
(S.D.R.) the highest board of 
appeal that we quibble with. 

Student Council propose that 
the S.D.B. be composed of the 
following members. 
A. President of Gold Key So- 
ciety. B. President of Students 
Council. C. President of Women's 
Residence Committee. D. Pres- 
ident of Men's Residence Com- 
mittee. E. Chairman of the S.A. 
D.C. F. A Representative from 
the Post-Grad Student Society 
Sub-Committee on discipline. G. 
(Continued on page 3)

Misinterpretation 

Dear Sir 

Re your misrepresentation of 
my analysis ("MCSA Report" 
Fallt-Ye Times, Oct. 6, p. 3) : I 
should like to clarify at least one 
of the points in question. My 
idea of democracy is decidedly 
not, as you say, *'that the Sen- 
ate Body should consist solely of 
students." In fact, I have repeat- 
edly explained that I am very 
little concerned with student re- 
presentation as an isolated goal. 
Very briefly, what I consider im- 
portant is democratization of gov- 
ernment in the university. This 
means : a) Workers' control of 
the governing structures, such 
that the productive forces with- 
in the university community 
(students' faculty, employees at 
all levels) are directly involved 
in shaping their environment; 

b) Public control of the gov- 
erning structures, such that the 
various influential socio-economic 
groups in society are directly in- 
volved in the university decision- 
making; 

and c) Open deliberations in 
the legislative and resource-allo- 
cating governing structures, such 
that the essence of democratic 
control may be assured through 
accountability. 

In other words, the univer- 
sity, a social community, is to 
be democratically governed by 
structures composed of repre- 
sentatives from all the sectors 
within the university commu- 
nity as well as representatives 
from various sectors of the so- 
ciety which the university must 
serve. Further, these structures 
are to operate democratically 
and openly. It should be clear 



that these concepts apply to the 
Board, the Senate, and their 
Committees, although the numer- 
ical formulas of composition 
vary.

"If I were to start again, I would take Agriculture in preference 
to Home Economics**, agreed two members of the panel. 

'There's not enough challenge in Home Economics.** 

"Some of the exams are the most boring I've ever written'*, 
commented some others. 

"Some Food Management girls take this option to avoid the 
courses offered on the third Floor of the Home Department. 

These are a few of the statements that characterised a discussion 
between a Failt-Ye representative and a panel of eight senior girls 
drawn from the various options of the Home Economics Dept. 

The discussion was not supposed to be a comparison of the 
Agriculture Faculty with the Home Economics Department. Rather 
it was meant as a constuctive, well-meant and unbiased criticism 
of the latter. But since the Agriculture Faculty offers courses to 
girls in Home Economics the apparent, or otherwise implicit, com- 
parison between the faculty and the department was inevitable. 



Please note that in the discus- 
sion, Home Economic courses re- 
fer to those offered by the Home 
Economics Dept. and Agriculture 
courses to those offered by the 
Agriculture faculty. 

The discussion was geared in- 
to action by evaluating the 
courses offered the Home Ec. 
girls. Generally the students 
give more credit to courses offer- 
ed by the Agriculture faculty 
than those offered by the Home 
Ec. Department. TTiey were 
quick to give credit to the Micro- 
biology, the Animal Science and 
the Chemistry Depts. They find 
the courses offered by these de- 
partments up-to-date and very 
applicable to them. The 4th year, 
they say, ties up all the sub- 
jects, there being a good correla- 
tion of the science courses on to 
another. 

On the whole, the panel de- 
scribes the Home Ec. courses in 
these words: the material of the 
courses is, in many cases, limited, 
incomplete, outdated and inappro- 
priate; besides there is not 
enough infonnation in one course 
for it to merit a course number. 

Specifically, it is the girls' con- 
victions that such Home Ec. 
courses like Home Ec. Education 
441a, 330b, Home Sc. 110a, House- 
Science 220, Horticulture 
345a and Diet Therapy, contain 
too much extraneous material. 
More material, they agree, can 
be provided in these courses, and, 
in fact, they think that taking 
Home Ec. 441a is an insult to 
their intelligence. The latter sub- 
ject they contend is of high 
school standard, and while they 
do not object to its being taught, 
they would prefer to see it in- 
corporated into another course, 
rather that standing as a course 
all by itself. 

To the extent that the girls 
feel that Diet Therapy should be 
the responsibility of a hospital 
or an institution offering inter- 
ship, they would prefer to see the 
course given by a person with 
some medical background instead 
of by a Home Ec. profesor. A 
suggestion the gals make is that 
if the course content be changed 
and directed toward diet, then 
it can be taught by a Home Ec. 
profesor. 

However, there are some Home 
Ec. courses that merited the stu- 
dents* approval. The represent- 
atives from the Home Ec. Educa- 
tion option think that, on the. 

whole, their courses arp " '

like Clothing Extension 
M^thoas 330, the girls say, are 
heavy but challenging. Basic and 
Foreign Foods* have good mat- 
erial content and sustain the stu- 



dents interests. The Food Man- 
agement students seem happy 
with most of the courses (with 
the exception of Horticulture 
345a) and they assert that good 
quality and selection of the 
courses offered them are, to a 
large extent, responsible for the 
large number of students in this 
option. 

EXAMINATIONS : 

What about them? Well the 
girls feel that most Home Eco- 
nomic's Exams can be passed by 
memorization, that they require 
little or no thinking and that 
little understanding is involved. 
This opinion is contrary to what 
the girls think of Agricultural 
Exams. "Seldom will you find 
any girl failing a Home Ec. 
Course**, they explain, "the ones 
we don't find too easy to pass 
are the Agriculture Exams". 
Some of the Home Ec. exams 
are boring in the sense that the 
questions are mundane and not 
stimulating. 

FACILITIES : 

Facilities and equipment in the 
Quantity Foods Laboratory are 
adequate and modern and the 
labs are well sized. The Textile 
Chemistry Lab., however, is rat- 
her small and inadequate; it 
should be fashioned like a real 
chemistry lab. Tlie Seminar Room 
is insufficiently stacked with 
journals and does not have the 
latest reference books. 

Whether courses are good or 
bad is just one aspect of our ed- 
ucation, for courses do not stand 
alone; they have to be taught ef- 
fectively to the students. This is 
where the professors* role comes 
in. 

The panel of girls have this 
to say of Home Ec. professors. 

"As people, they are kind, co- 
operative, devoted and interested 
in their profession, in fact, they 
couldn't be nicer." 

"As lecturers, some of them 
lack enough background in the 
courses they teach.** 

"Where the i5rof. teaches a 
course of her specialization (eg. 
Foods) she is well qualified and 
has sufficient background to 
teach the course. But where the 
professors teach something out 
of their field, they lack the ne- 
cessary training and are unable 
to answer basic questions."

...^oiH to actually rp-;^ ^ Socio- 
logy text in the class. The 
lecturer may be well qualified 
to teach the course, but she 
wasn't able to communicate.** 

The students wonder if the 
Home Ec. Director is acquainted 
with the manner in which some

lecturer from 



of the professors conduct their 
teaching. They are extending an 
informal invitation to the Direct- 
or to sit in, unannounced, in 
some of the lectures. 

To what extent is favoritism 
shown in teacher-student rela- 
tions? Most of the girls inter- 
viewed think that some of their 
professors are "swayed by stu- 
dents** and quoted one professor 
as saying that "our (the stu- 
dents') courtesy would be reflect- 
ed in our (the students') marks". 

What is the essence of the 
interview? Whatr are the stu- 
dents trying to achieve through 
their criticisms? Well, they 
think that through this exposi- 
tion, things may change in the 
future, so that those coming af- 
ter them may gain from the im- 
provements. 

There are a few additional 
courses that can be brought in, 
such as gourmet cooking. The 
provision of more background for 
competition in commercial cook- 
ing will be a good idea too. Fur- 
thermore, the girls request a 
Clothing Selection Course to en- 
hance the Home Ec. image. 

To contribute to their practic- 
al training the students feel that 
some tours could be arranged for 
them. They yearn for actual ex- 
perience in dealing with real life 
situations, such as taking ad- 
vantage of the Dining Depart- 
ment to improve their (students)

knowledge of management, or- 
ganization, scheduling and super- 
vision. 

The Home Ec. Department 
needs new blood and well qual- 
ified professors who have pep. 
and vigour to arouse the students. 
Students feel they need Option 
Chairmen with whom they can 
lodge their complaints, people 
who are understanding enough 
not to hold complaints against 
them in time of examinations. 



Last, but not least, the stu- 
dents would like to have each 
course evaluated at the end of 
each term, so that professors can 
determine how successful they 
have been in arranging their 
courses and in getting them a- 
cross to the students. 

"Home Economics has poten- 
tial; if mobilized in the right 
way, it will give to each graduate 
a substantial background with 
which to embark upon a career!"

Self, rather than the 
mass individualism the hippies 
had been employing, became the 
bon mot. It was not by leaving 
society that man would find him- 
self, but by seeking his true 
image in the crowd. 



A massive funeral was held 
Friday October 6 in Haigh-Ash- 
bury for their former selves. 
Beads and cloths were placed on 
the coffin and carried down the 
main street. 

While the Flower Children 
have substituted the old for the 
new. Flower Power has not died 
out. With less reason to support 
the view held by its originators, 
a younger crop of disbiples are 
appearing to support not the 
views, but the color and novelty. 

Tlie ideals held by the hippies 
are not new. As long as there 
is society people will have their 
hang-ups. Every dissenter ap- 
peals to the rebel in man; and 
there will always be dissenters.

No matter how much they had 
read, or heard, or tasted social- 
ly of college life, nothing could 
prepare hfgh school students like 
actual attendance at college. The 
prevading myth was that Profes- 
sors would talk some unfathom- 
able jargon that only true initia- 
tion into university would enable 
them to understand. Instead we 
find that what you learn in col- 
lege is a logical progression from 
what was learned in High School, 
and how can you be a nameless 
entity when everyone is extend- 
ing the hand of friendship so 
eagerly. Students are disappoint- 
ed in themselves, because they 
find they don*t really have to 
work as hard as their precon- 
ceived idea of college prepared 
them for; minimum daily work 
will get them through. Finding 
they don*t have to do as much, 
they don't ! College isn't a new 
way of life : it's a progression, 
and progressions never seem ra- 
dical. 

Disappointed in their academic 
selves, they are far from disap- 
pointed in their social life. E:ager 
themselves, they gravitate to- 
ward other enthusiasts; there are 
participants and non-participants 
(as there is everywhere) so while 
the spirit is good, it could also 
be better. 



Freshmen chose Macdonald be- 
cause it was a college that of- 
fered courses geared to a speci- 
fic field. Therefore you don't 
find the extremes that one would 
find in a general Arts, or Scien- 
ce course. Far from missing this 
element, the concensus was that 
Macdonald was an exceptionally 
friendly place, with an atmosphe- 
re of helpfulness. Because of its 
isolation, student were inclined 
to form an egotistical student so- 
ciety, unlikely, if unwilling, to 
shake off their apathy. 

Students said certainly they 
were concerned with the social 
life, but an equilibrium mixture 
of study and play had been 
reached. Commuters felt they 
missed a lot of the activities, be- 
cause participants were recruited 
from residences, and the activi- 
ties held at awkward times. 

Macdonald is a Conservative 
college that seems to shy away 
from controversy, and exotic 
ideas. Students at Macdonald are 
there for a degree and training 
for a specific field in remotely 
far away fife. The prime purpose 
is not Education, for, and by it- 
self, but a degree. Mac is liable 
to produce socially conscious, 
non-thinking thinkers. THE END.
